“ established, and to place the same, and the officers and persons em- 
“ ployed therein, under the provisions of that Act and a power was 
1 5 thereby given to the Commissioners of his Majesty’s Treasury, in case 
it should appear to them that any special circumstances afforded to 
any officer or cleric in the several offices or departments mentioned in 
the Schedule to the Act, or in the addition authorized to be made 
thereto, a just claim to an amount of Superannuation Allowance

And whereas by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament held in 
the seventh year of his late Majesty, and in the first year of the reign 5 
of Her present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to abolish certain Offices 
in the Superior Courts of Common Law, and to make Provision for a 
more effective and uniform Establishment of Offices in those Courts 
the provisions of the said Act of the fourth and fifth years of the reign 
of his said late Majesty, so far as relates to Superannuation Allowance, i 0 
were applied in the manner therein mentioned, to all Officers, Clerks 
and Messengers of the Superior Courts at Westminster : 

And whereas by an Act passed in the fifth and sixth years of his late 
Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to authorize 
the granting of Superannuation Allowances to the Commissioners and 1 j 
Officers of the Courts for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors in Dublin,” 
similar provisions are made for granting a Superannuation Allowance 
to the Officers of the Court for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors in 
Ireland : 

And whereas no provision has been made for granting any Super- 20 
annuation Allowance to the Officers of the Court of Chancery in Ire- 
land ; and it is expedient to provide for the same ; 

31 BCE it therefore dhiactet), by The QUEEN’s most Excellent 
Majestv, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords, Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 25 
and by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the passing 
of this Act every Officer or Clerk of Her Majesty’s Court of Chancery 
in Ireland who shall resign his office or situation with the sanction or 
under the authority of the Lord Chancellor, in consequence of his being 
incapable, from infirmity of mind or body, to discharge the duties 30 
thereof, shall be entitled to receive such superannuation allowance as 
the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall think proper to 
direct ; and in ascertaining and awarding the amount of such super- 
annuation allowance, the Commissioners shall take into consideration 
the whole period during which any such person shall have been per- 35 
manently employed in any office or situation in the said Court, or in 
any other public office or situation, prior to the passing of this Act, 
and shall proceed according to the principles laid down by and the 
provisions contained in the said Act passed in the fourth and fifth 
years of his said late Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to alter, amend 40

shall appoint Two fit persons to be such fourth and fifth clerks ; and 
that after the passing of this Act, upon the death, resignation or re- 
moval of any of the clerks in the said office, other than the Junior 5 
Clerk, the vacancy thereby occasioned, shall be filled up by the clerk 
next in seniority, to whom no sufficient objection to the satisfaction of

Clerks whom he may consider qualified to fill such vacant office, any-

And be it Enacted, That there shall be a Secretary to the Master of 
the Rolls, and that the Master of the Rolls shall be at liberty from time 15 
to time to appoint a person to act as such secretary, and that in every 
case in which any application is intended to be made to the Master of 
the Rolls in any cause or matter, or other proceeding which by law or 
the practice of the Court ought to be made by petition, such application 
shall be addressed to the Master of the Rolls, and delivered to his 20 
Secretary, and that it shall be lawful for the said Secretary to receive 
for every fiat made by the Master of the Rolls on a petition preferred 
to him, the like fee as is now paid on any fiat made on a petition by 
the Lord Chancellor ; and that during the continuance in office of the 
present Secretary of the Lord Chancellor, the Secretary of the Master 25 
of the Rolls shall account for and pay over to him all such fees as he

25 lawful for the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, or 
any Three of them, to inquire, on oath or otherwise as to them shall 
seem fit, into the circumstances of the said claims or either of them, 
and to award to the said Peter Lowe and Thomas Quinan, or either 
of them, such compensation (if any) as to the said Lords Commissioners 
30 or any Three of them shall appear just ; and every such sum as they 
shall so award shall be paid out of the same funds and in the same 
manner as the compensation to any officers named in the said Act 
of the sixth and seventh years of the reign of his said late Majesty 
are thereby directed to be paid.
